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The League To Be 


While he did not call it a League of 
Nations, that was obviously what Mr. 
Sumner Welles had in mind when he 
said there will have to be a post-war 
“association” of nations if there is to 
be any assurance of future peace. And 
if the end is to be attained the associa- 
tion will have to have powers the 
League never had. Still more necessary, 
the democratic countries wili have to 
see that its legal powers are enforced. 

Countries were coaxed into the 
League whose honesty of purpose there 
was no historic reason to believe. 
Members were allowed to step out when 
they pleased, and step back in again if 
they felt like it. There was no inspection 
arrangement to make sure that disarma. 
ment pledges were kept—and few mem- 
bers kept them. There was no faithful 
attempt to carry the spirit of the 
covenant into fiscal and trade policies. 
And in no instance were the penalties 
prescribed in the covenant imposed 
effectively upon violators. 

The League was born in an atmos- 
phere of confidence that the milleneum 
had arrived, or was imminent. It was 
assumed that pledges would be kept, 
and little or nothing was done when they 
were deliberately broken or cunningly 
evaded. It was precisely the kind of a 
pretentious but impotent organization 
the gangsters found useful for their 
purposes. Its: existence lulled other 
States into a false sense of security, 
while the conspirators built tanks and 
planes and trained armies for their 
slaughter and pillage. . 

The new association—and there will 
have to be one—must be built on reality, 
and of something more dependable than 
idealistic dreams. This world is not 
populated exclusively by guileless men, 
nor wholly composed of nations which 
prefer honorable peace to profitable 
war. If the democracies are not prepared 
to fight “‘at the drop of the hat” to 
enforce its orders, the league-to-be will 
go the way of the League that was. 


Thailand Next 


After Indo-China comes Thailand, 


better known as Siam. The war direc- 
tors at Tokyo have got it on the list. 
Their newspaper spokesmen say S80, 
though that was hardly necessary. 
Every piece of territor;; grabbed by an 
Axis power is made a base from which 
to grab more. Thailand lies alongside 
Indo-China and is the logical next step 
in the policy of southward expansion. 
There are particular reasons why 
Siam is coveted by the war makers. It 
overlooks the Burma road, over which 
munitions from the United States and 


other outside countries must reach the | 


Chinese armies. It is conveniently lo- 
cated as a base from which to launch 
land operations against Singapore and 
the Malay peninsula. It is equally well 
situated as a springboard for a drive 
against upper Burma, whence the 
world gets most of its tin. 

These advantages of location carry 
corresponding risks for the would-be

On The Defensive 


In their raids over Germany and 
occupied France the R.A.F. are now 
encountering greater numbers of 
enemy fighters than ever before. Their 
losses emphasize the meaning of the 
report. 

This is significant as to the severity 
of the raids. If the bombers were not 
doing wide and serious damage to 
military objectives and German morale, 
hordes of fighting planes would not be 
kept at home on defence duty when 
they might be machine-gunning Rus- 
sian troops and towns. The high com- 
mand is not wasting the time of 
machines and airmen in areas where 
they are not required. 

A share of credit belongs to the 
R.A.F. that the Russians have been 
able to slow-down the Nazi advance to 
a snail-pace, and bring it to a dead stop 
in the vital central sector. But for the 
necessity of warding off the air attacks 
in Germany, fighting planes would be 
massed on the eastern front to provide 
Hitler’s mechanized forces with the 
“ceiling” under which they have been 
taught to fight, and without which they 
have never made a successful drive 
anywhere. 

It is probably true, as reported re- 
peatedly, that some of the best of the 
Nazi airmen and planes have had to be 
brought back from the Russian front 
to combat the assaults on vital German 
centres. In any case, hundreds of 
planes which otherwise would be fight- 
ing the Russians cannot be sent to the 
eastern front because they are needed 
at home. The advantage of that to the

Wheeler to use his franking privilege in 
sending out the postal cards.

WINNIPEG, Aug. 2—(CP)—Esti- 
mate of a Western Canada wheat 
crop of about 287,000,000 bushels 
was given in a crop report issued 
here Frday by the research de- 
partment of the Searle Grain com- 
pany. 

Average yield per acre for the 
three prairie provinces was given 
as 13.3 bushels, with Alberta at 14.5, 
Saskatchewan 10.9 and 'eManitoba 
20.9 bushels, 

(Last Friday the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics, in its annual June 
survey of acreage, placed the num- 
ber of acres sown to wheat in West- 
ern Canada at 21,551,0000, compared 
with 27,750,000 acres last year, Ih- 
dicating a reduction of 6,199,000 
acres.) _ 

Crop condition in the prairies was 
placed by the report at 65 per cent 
of normal, compared with 96 per 
cent, in its previous report on June 
12 and 82 per ceil. a year ago

ciple of any scientific monetary 
system that money should be cre- 
ated and issued as goods are pro- 
duced, and it should be withdrawn 
and cancelled as good are consumed, 
Furthermore this should be done in 
such a manner that at all times 
the public should have purchasiag 
power equal to the collective prices 
of goods on the market, wanted by 
the public, 

If the total purchasing power is 
more than the total prices of goods 
for sale, a condition of “inflation” 
will at once become evident and 
must be rectified forthwith. If the 
total purchasing power is less than 
the total prices of goods for sale 
then a condition of “deflation” will 
immediately reveal itself and more 
purchasing power must be released 
to enable producers to obtain fair 
prices and overtake their produc- 
tion costs. 


MAINTAINING BALANCE 

The principle of maintaining bal-

HEN the man wandered on,

Upon that oc- 
casion, he brought his lowa eleven 
On from the bourne where the tall 
corn grows to tangle with a Yale 
that ran to several tons on the 
hoof, and was coached by his 
brother, the saintly T. A, D.

Cavanaugh—in his last years when 
he lashed out one day at what he 
considered some unfair criticism 
hurled by some writer in a far-away 
town. 

“They can say it,” said Cav, 
“they can make up tales, twist 
facts, feature wrong interpreta- 
tions. They might even get me 
fired, biacken my name and 
hound me to the end of the trail. 
But 1 don’t care about them. They 
don’t mean anything to me. What 
I do: care about and what does 
mean something, ig one thing I 
know. And that’s this. Some day 
Til pass on and they'll put me 
away. And when that happens, 
there are going to be some pretty 
fine men, some men that I'm 
proud of, who played football for 
the Old Major in their college 
days, and who know what he was, 
what he believed in, what he 
really stood for, and likewise 
stood against, 

“And I know they'll come from 
wherever they are, in spirit, if they 
can’t in person, and as they stand 
here, they'll say in their hearts, ‘We 
really knew him and he was O.K.’ ” 

And so it is with all coaches. The 
rest of us salute and stand aside.

Is Made From 


Alberta Wheat 


Alberta's contribution to the 
Dominion war effort may be 
greatly increased as a result of 
successful experiments conducted 
in producing power alcoho! from 
wheat grown in this province, ac- 
cording to Hon. Solon E. Low, 
Provincial treasurer. Recently, 
Hon, James A. MacKinnon, min- 
ister of trade and commerce and 
Hon, J. G. Gardiner, minister of 
agriculture, appealed for assist- 


ance in development of power 
alcohol from wheat. . 
This appeal resulted from con- 
ditions brought about by the war, 
the shortage of gasoline and the 
heavy wheat surplus. 
The Alberta Liquor Control 


Board, ‘which operates as a separate 
business, under government control, 
forwarded a car of No. 4 Durham 
wheat, grown in Alberta, to United 
Distillers, Vancouver, for testing. 

Results of the test are now avaii- 
able, said Mr. Low. “We have sub- 
mitted it to a leading Canadian an- 
alyst, who states it is a splendid 
sample of spirits. 1 am now waiting 
the detailed analytical report,” he 
said. He said he would notify the 
Dominion government of the re- 
sults 


PLANT CONSIDERED

tion of power fuel from wheat. 

If the power fuel can be develop- 
ed in Canada it is claiined there

At the same time Dr. Kerr for- 
warded his resignation, H. H. Par- 
lee, K.C., chairman of the Univer- 
sity board of governors, turned in 
his resignation and it also, was held 
in abeyance. Mr, Parlee’s term ex- 
pired automatically on June 30, but 
under terms of the appointment he 
carries on until a successor is ap- 
pointed.

It remains for | 
some diligent research worker 10} 
isolate it.and classify it, Before it} 
was discovered that liver was such 
a Valuable food, it was very inex- 
pensive, while today. choice calf's | 
liver is more of a luxury than milk | 
fed chicken. So far, several vita-| 
mins have been decided upon and} 
accepted, and it has been establish- | 
ed that these are necessary for 
health and that a deficiency of One 
or several of them may cause dis- 
ease. Vitamin A is found in the 
greens, milk, and in liver. The 
liver of the cod and the halibut 
are very rich sources of this vita- 
min. Its chief function is in raising 
the resistance of the body against 
disease. Vitamin B is found in the} 
outer covering of seeds, wheat and 
in the wheat germ. It is found in 
abundance in the vegetables and 
fruits, especially tomato and orange. 
This vitamin is a complex one and 
is used in the treatment of pellagra, 
neuritis and gastro intestinal dis- 
turbances. . | 

Vitamin C, as explained is the 
antiscorbutic factor and is found in 


abundance in the fresh  citrous 
fruits. Vitamin D_ controls the 
calcium-phosphorous balance and is 
necessary for the formation of 


healthy bones and teeth. The chief 
sources of this vitamin are milk and 
butter. Space does not permit de-

moting, financing and controlling 
building are so various that I shall 
only attempt to describe one which 
seems most in point here 

Stockholm has laid out, 
schemes of streets and lots for 
owner-built houses. The lots vary 
in size and occupiers pay an annual! 
ground rent of about ten cents per 
Square yard, say $50 for a moder- 
ately sized lot. This ground rent 
pays for roads and services. 

Five types of houses are supplied 
to be built up in standardized 
woodén seciions, Materials and 
building yards are available on the 
areas. Prospec'ive builders pay one 
year’s ground rent plus a building 
insurance premium of say $70,000, 
making altogether, say $100 to $120 
initial payment. The materials are 
then supplied to them on credit, 
to be paid off, as it were rent, dur- 
jing thirty years. By similar credit 
the sewers, gas ad water are con- 
nected and the electrical witing and 
certain other works are installed 
by skilled men, The rest of the 
work is done by the family and 
friends working during the evenings 
and week-ends. A superviser looks 
after fifty houses. It is estimated 
that thirty per cen'. of the cash 


outlay is saved by this method, If 
a family does not complete its 
work, the city completes it and 
charges it to the owner, that is, 


the owner has just so much more 
cash outlay. 


CITY HAS OWN COMPANY 

“The city has formed its own 
company for the financing of these 
schem:'s and owns the shares. As 
surety for the credit-notes on the 
materials, the building owner gives 
the city a mortgage om his property 
with a prior lien on his leaesehoid 
rights. Against this mortgage the 
city gives the building-credit which, 
later, is converted into a loan to 
the building owner, which is paid 
back annually and covers not only 
the cost of materials and skilled 
labor, but a sum for administration 
costs. Thus the scheme is entireley 
self-supporting and does not rely 
on public funds.” 

Such a scheme as the above has 
two outstanding values, The first, 
an. individual one, is that it helps 
industrious and self-helping persons 
to help themselves and develop 
their manual skill, [In our own 
cities we see this class of people 
building for themesives on the out- 
skirts of our cities what, in the eyes 
of more comfortable classes, ap- 
pear mean makeshift shelters with- 
out water or sewer and lacking all 
amenity. These people are build- 
ing with their own hands, helped 
out by their wives and children, 
the real homes of the real heroes

British are getting camou- 
flage down to a fine art, as 
these pictures show.

Here are some of the British sea captains who are playing a vital role in the Battle of 

the Atlantic. They were photographed at the secret headquarters whence all moves on 

Britain's side of the battle are directed. These are the men who command the ships of 

the convoys that brave submarines, mines, surface raiders and“ bombing planes to get 
the “tools” to Britain.

Strange Urges

H. G. L, Strange, Winnipeg, head 
of the research department of the 
Searle Grain Co., Ltd. 

“The drought has been terribly 
bad,” Maj. Strange said, “and I have 
never seen the wheat crops so 
spotty. It may not be easy to pro-

1. “In view of the increasingly 
critical situation be urged to make 
use of such powers to the maxis 
mum of our capacity.
